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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USPN 6,336,735 
Bl toEddins. 

Eddins discloses a decoration lighting set that has uniformly and densely spaced bubbles. 
Regarding claim 1 : 

A structure for a decoration lighting set comprising (10): a decorative part made of 
transparent material (14, column 2, line 41); and an illuminant (26, column 2, line 62) activatable 
by an external power supply and received by the decorative part (figure 2), wherein said 
decorative part is configured with uniformly and densely spaced bubbles (figure 2) in a region 
where light emitted from the illuminant intersects the decorative part (column 3, lines 17-21). 

Regarding claim 2, according to claim 1 : 
Eddins discloses in figures 1 and 2 that total volume of all bubbles occupies 30% or more of the 
total volume of the decorative part. 

Regarding claim 3, according to claim 1 : 
Eddins discloses in figures 1 and 2 that at least three layers of bubbles alongside the transmission 
path of the light beam in the decorative part. 

Regarding claim 4, according to claim 1 : 
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Eddins discloses that the bubbles are made of glass (column 3, line 14), 

Regarding claim 5, according to claim 1 : 
Eddins discloses that the illuminate is an electric light bulb (column 2, line 62). 

Regarding claim 6, according to claim 1 : 
Eddins discloses in figure 2 that the decorative part has a groove for fixably receiving the 
illuminant.
